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BREAD  GRAINS 
Summary  of  recent  information 

Estimates  of  the  1935  wheat  production  in  39  countries  were  revised 
downward  during  the  past  week  to  3,195,750,000  bushels,  which  compare 
with  2,845,584,000  bushels  harvested  by  the  same  countries  m  1934.-  This 
does  not  take  into  account  the  rust  damage  in  North  America.     The  greatest 
reduction  in  new  estimates  received  was  for  Prance,  the  new  crop  being 
placed  bv  the  Paris  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  at 
293,900,000  bushels  instead  of  312,300,000  bushels  as  formerly  reported. 
The  Belgrade  office  estimates  of  the  Bulgarian  and  Hungarian  crops  have 
been  considerably  increased  during  the  past  month,  while  downward  revi- 
sions were  reported  for  Romania  and  Yugoslavia.     The  first  official  esti- 
mate for  Finland  of  3,344,000  bushels,  while  very  little  larger  than  the 
1934  production,  indicates  a  record  crop. 

Of  the  10  countries  for  which  ry_e  estimates  have  been  received,  the 
greatest  gain  this  year  is  in  the  United  States,  although  Germany,  Spam, 
and  the  Danubian  countries  have  crops  considerably  above  those  of  1934' 
The  estimates  received  to  date  total  482,541,000  bushels  as  compared  with 
413,005,000  bushels  reported  by  the  same  countries  in  1934,  indicating  a 
gain  of  about  17  percent.

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Crop  conditions  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere 

With  the  continued  drought  in  the  Argentine  wheat  zone,  reports 
from  various  sources  point  to  a  marked  reduction  in  the  acre-age  sown  to 
wheat.     Only  34  percent  of  last  year's  sown  acreage  has  "been  seeded  to 
date  in  the  provinces  of  Santa  Ee,  Cordoba,  and  La  Pampa,  which  account 
for  around  50  percent  of  the  total  Argentine  wheat  acreage ,. according  to 
a  cable  from  Agricultural  Attache' P.  0.  Nyhus  at  Buenos  Aires*     If  rains 
occur  before  August  15,  small  additional  sowings  may  still  be  made,  but 
since  the  seedings  made  to  date  have  germinated  very  poorly,  the  outcome 
of  the  crop  appears  very  uncertain.    While  weather  conditions  in  Australia 
are  more  favorable  following  beneficial  rains  in  many  sections,  more 
moisture  is  needed  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  according  to  trade  reports. 
Ra.infall  during  August  would  be  especially  helpful  in  maintaining  the  re- 
cent improvement  noted. 

The  Danube  Basin  wheat  situation 

With  an  estimated  abandonment  of  1,594,000  acres,  the  wheat  acreage 
remaining  for  harvest  in  the  Danube  Basin  is  placed  at  19,842,000  acres, 
according  to  the  Belgrade  office  of  the  Eoreign  Agricultural  Service.  This 
is  4  percent  above  the  19,042,000  acres  harvested  in  1934  and  about  2  per- 
cent greater  than  the  5-year  average  of  19,521,000  acres  reported  for 
1929-1933.     The  1935  wheat  crop  of  the  Basin  is  placed  at  319,657,000  bush- 
els as  compared  with  251,285,000  bushels  harvested  in  1934  and  the  5-year 
average  for  1929-1933  of  323,035,000  bushels.     The  good  prospects  noted 
earlier  in  the  season  were  reduced  by  frost  damage  and  drought  in  some  of 
the  important  growing  sections.     The  quality  of  the  wheat,  however,   is  re- 
ported to  be  excellent  except  in  Rumania  where  it  is  generally  mediocre. 
See  table,  page  176. 

The  exportable  surplus  of  the  Basin  is  estimated  at  50,338,000  bush- 
els, which  includes  a  carryover  on  Jv.ly  1  of  around  7,000,000  bushels. 
Actual  exports  in  1934-35  amounted  to  about  22,167,000  bushels  as  compared 
with  an  average  during  1929-30  to  1933-34  of  46,377,000  bushels.  Except 
for  Hungarian  wheat,  of  which  Italy  and  Austria  have  contracted  to  take 
about  16,157,000  bushels,  prospects  for  exports'  of  Danubian  wheat  are  not 
bright,  especially  in  view  of  the  good  crops  expected  in  both  'Czechoslovaki 
and  Austria.    Exports  in  July  were  placed  at  only  1,194,000  bushels,  but 
prices  of  wheat  on  the  Danubian  markets  showed  little  change  during  the 
month  as  government  measures  for  ;;>rice  stabilization,  millers'  demands  for 
new  wheat,  and  small  deliveries  by  farmers  all  contributed  to  checK  any 
serioxis  declines. 
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The  Shanghai  wheat  market 

The  Shanghai  wheat  and  flour  market  advanced  sharply  during  the 
last  few.  days  of  July  following  reports  that  the  Chinese  Government 
would  adopt  some  form  of  inflation  on  August  1,  according  to  a  radio- 
gram from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
Since  no  inflation  occurred,  prices  dropped  again  and  were  almost  "back 
at  the  preceding  week's  level  late  in  the  week  ended  August  2.  Flour 
mills  were  interested  in  foreign  wheat  for  Oc  t  ob er-Eovemb  or  shipment, 
but  prices  continued  too  high  for  purchases.     The  Shanghai  mills  were 
still  operating  at  full  capacity,  with  flour  demand  fairly  strong  from 
North  China  though  less  active  from  the  Yangtze  Valley.     Stocks  of  flour 
at  Shanghai  totaled  700,000  bags.     Tientsin  flour  mills  operated  at  about 
35-percent  capacity  during  July  due  to  a  lack  of  domestic  wheat  supplies. 

Prices  of  wheat,  deity  included  for  August-September  shipment,  were 
quoted  as  follows:    Australian  (Hew  South  TValos)  84  cents  per  bushel, 
Argentine  85  cento,  domestic  standard  for  August  delivery  73  cents, 
September  delivery  75  cents  per  bushel.    Domestic  flour  for  Augus t-Sept em- 
ber delivery  was  88  cents  per  bag  of  49  pounds.    Australian  flour,  c.i.f . , 
Hongkong,  was  $3.15  per  barrel  of  196  pounds. 

Rye  and  mac 1 in  in  the  Danube  Basin 

The  total  acreage  sown. to  rye  and  mas 1 in  in  the  Danube  Basin  is 
now  estimated  at  3,978,000  acres,  according  to  the  Belgrade  office  of  the 
Foreign  Agricultural  Service?.    With  abandonment  placed  at  295,000  acres, 
the  area  remaining  for  harvest  totals  3,682,000  acres,  from  which  the 
crop  is  estimated  at  about  50,233,000  bushels*    This  is  15  percent  above 
the  1934  harvest  but  is  about  13  percent  under  the  average  production 
during  1929-1933.     The  large  abandonment  and  reduced  outturn  were  attrib- 
uted largely  to  damage  inflicted  by  late  frost  and  hail  storms.  See 
table,  page  175. 

The  exportable  surplus  for  the  new  mark^feta^  season,  1935-36,  is 
estimated  at  4,921,000  bushels.    Although  this  5  *  unusually  low,  as  much 
as  half  of  it  may  not  be  exported,     It  is  thaugrit  that  Danubian  rye  will 
probably  bring  very  low  prices  on  foreign  markets  this  season,  and  the 
governments  of  the  various  countries  in  the  B.^sin  *alli  in  this  case  pre- 
fer to  sell  wheat  and  use  rye  for  domestic  co ascription,    tfith  no  exports 
reported  for  Judy,  prices  on  Danubian  markets  d«  elided  in  spite  of  small 
deliveries  by  farmers,  wnr>  were  occupied  with  threshing  and  other  pressing 
field  work. 
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FEED  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  feed  grain  information 

The  1935  production  of  "barley  in  the  countries  so  far  reported 
amounts  to  890,205,000  "bushels,  an  increase  of  about  20  percent  over  the 
1934  production  in  the  same  countries.     The  first  estimate  of  the  crop  in 
Finland  is  9S 002, 000  bushels,  which  is  about  5  percent  below  the  1934 
harvest,  but  is  9  percent  above  the  average  production  during  the  past 
5  years. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1935  area  sown  to  barley  in  the  Irish 
Free  State  indicates  a  decrease  of  5  percent  from  the  area  'sown  last 
year,  but  an  increase  of  14  percent  above  the  average  acreage  of  the  past 
5  years.     The  barley  area,  in  Scotland  is  placed  20  percent  below  that 
sown  in  1934,  .  and  8  percent  below  the  past  5-year  -average.     The  condi- 
tion of  the  barley  crop  in  England  and  Wales  on  August  1  was  reported 
bettor  than  a  year  ago. 

The  1935  oats  production  in  the  countries  so  far  reported  totals 
1,838,584,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  about  65  percent  over  the  harvest 
in  the  same  countries  a  year  ago.     The  first  estimate  of  the  oats  crop 
in  Finland  is  51,188,000  bushels,  which  is  nearly  4  percent  below  the 
1934  production,  but  is  10  percent  above  the  average  production  of  1930- 
1934. 

The  1935  area  sown  to  oats  in  the  Irish  3?red  State  is  6  percent 
above  the  acreage  sown  last  year,  and  slightly  below  the  past  5-year  av- 
erage.    The  oats  area  in  Scotland  is  placed  slightly  above  that  of  last 
year,  but  2  percent  below  the  1930-1934  average.     The  August  1  condition 
of  the.  crop  in  England  and  Wales  is  reported  as  considerably  better  than 
at  the  same  time  last  year. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1935  corn  crop  in  Manchuria  is 
72,988,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  25  percent  ov~r  the  1934  harvest,  and 
the  largest  production  on  record  there.     The  harvesting  of  the  1934-35  . 
corn  crop  in  Argentina  is  now  completed,  and  shilling  is  being  carried  on 
slowl?/,  confirming  the  high  quality  and  good  yields  in  the  leading  corn 
producing  districts.    Tables  showing  feed  grain  trade  and  prices  are 
found,  on  page  178.. 

The  Danubion  feed  grain  situation 

The  1935  barley  crop  in  the  Danube  Basin  is  estimated  at  118,957,000 
bushels,  according  to  a  report  from  the  Danube  Basin  office  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service.     This  figure  compares  with  92,263,000  bushels  in 
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1934,  and  155,144,000  "bushels,   the  average  production  during  1929-1933. 
The  quality  of  the  barley  crop  this  year  is  reported  as  generally  very 
good,  although  there  has  been  a  little  heat  damage  in  sor,ie  sections,  and 
Rumanian  grain  dealers  expect  a  larger  than  usual  proportion  of  weed 
seeds  in  their  crop.     The  available  surplus  of  barley  for  exfort  from 
the  Danubian  countries  during  the  1935-35  season  is  estimated  at 
23,900,000  bushels,  which  includes  a  2, 300, 000-hushel  carryover  in 
Rumania.    Most  of  the  other  surpluses  from  the  1934-35  crop  have  been 
absorbed  for  domestic  livestock  feeding.     In  Hungary  there  has  been  a 
brisk  trade  in  barley  recently,  which  is  attributed  to  the  desire  of  hog 
feeders  to  replace  imported  corn  with  less  expensive  domestic  "barley. 

The  1935  Danubian  oats  crop  is  estimated  at  90,940,000  "bushels 
compared  with  84,677,000  bushels  in  1934,  and  114,309,000  bushels,  the 
1929-1933  average.     The  quality  of  th  ;  crop  is  reported  to  be  excellent 
in  the  hilly  or  mountainous  regions,  whereas  there  has  been  some  heat 
damage,  on  the  plains.     It  is  estimated  that  there  will  be  an  exportable 
surplus  of  oats  for  1935-36  amounting;  to  4,300,000  bushels,  which  will 
not  all  bo  exported  unless  Italy  buys  it  on  a  barter  basis  at  prices 
higher  than  the  present  rrorld  parity. 

Corn  exports  from  the  Danubian  countries  during  July  were  approx- 
imately 2,400,000  bushels.    Argentine  corn  sales  early  in  the  month  in- 
terfered considerably  with  sales  of  Rumanian  and  Yugoslav  corn. 


FRUIT,  VEGETABLES,  AND  NUTS 

Central  European  anple  a nd  pear  crops  reduced 

Apple  and  pear  production  prospects  in  Central  Europe  were  def- 
initely less  favorable  for  most  districts  in  mid- July  than  a  month  earl- 
ier and  generally  point  to  a  harvest  below  last  year's  good  outturns,  ace 
cording  to  a  report  from  Gordon  P.  Eoals,  Assistant  Agricultural  Attache 
in  Berlin.    An  average  or  slightly  aor-ve  average  crop  is  expected,  how- 
ever, in  Switzerland,  Germany,  Belgium,  and  Ho  11  arid,  but  a  below  average 
crop  in  Czechoslovakia,  and  Austria.    Apples  and  pears  are  considerably  below 
average  crops  in  the  Italian  ^yrol,  specially  apples.     The  most  marked 
deterioration  during  the  month  eppe-rrojd  for  Switzerland  and  parts  of  Ger- 
many, Czechoslovakia,  and  Austria.    More  favorabl-  weather  for  fruit  was 
required  to  prevent  some  further  deterioration. 

The  market  prospects  for  imports  of  American,  apples  and  pears,  under 
normal  conditions,  would  now  appear  fairly  good  this  season,  but  in  view  of 
numerous  market  restrictions  it  is  doubtful  that  the  increased  potential 
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demand  will  "be  reflected  to  a  very  sizable  extent  in  actual  takings  of 
American  apples  and  pears  on  continental  markets.     This  is  with  the 
exception  of  special  trade  or  compensation  deals  that  may  be  arranged. 

The  potential  demand  for  American  fruit  has  "been  increased  at  least 
as  much  by  deterioration  in  quality  this  year  as  by  decreased  quantities. 
The  spring  and  summer  weather  has  not  been  very  favorable  for  fruit. 
There  was  considerable  rain  during  the  blossom  period,  and  though  an  ex- 
cellent bloom  was  generally  in  evidence  in  most  distriots,  the  rain  hin- 
dered good  pollinization.     Frosts  and  cool  weather  also  prevailed  much  of 
the  time,  and  though  in  general  little  fruit  was  actually  frozen,  the  vital- 
ity of  the  growing  fruit  was  greatly  reduced. 

After  the  period  of  rainy1  weather,  hot,  dry  weather  has  been  practi- 
cally unbroken  in  most  of  the  fruit  districts  for  four  or  five  weeks.  There 
has  been  a  heavy  drop  in  many  places,  and  if  the  weather  does  not  change 
soon,  a  further  drop  may  be  expected.     Some  hail  damage  has  been  reported, 
in  fact,  quite  extensively  in  some  important  sections  in  Holland  and  in 
certain  districts  of  the  Lake  Constance  Area.    Damage  from  this  source  at 
this  time,  however,  is  not  as  serious  as  that  caused  by  the  general  period 
of  unfavorable  weather  for  fruit. 

Under  American  standards,  it  seems  safe  to  say  that  in  many  sections 
one  half  to  three  fourths  of  the  fruit  (the  range  depending  upon  the  differ- 
ent districts)  would  be  considered  culls.     In  Europe,  however,  such  fruit 
will  be  practically  all  utilized,  but  perhaps  may  not  last  as  long  as  usual 
so  that  the  import  .  ,    season  for  foreign  fruit  may  be  somewhat  advanced. 


MOST  UNITED  STATES  AG-HI  CULTURAL  EXPORTS  DECLINE  FURTHER 

The  volume  of  agricultural  products  exported  from  the  United  States 
during  the  month  of  June  1935  continued  at  a  low  level,  the  index  standing 
at  44,  an  unusually  low  index  for  June  but,  due  to  somewhat  larger  exports 
of  cotton,  a  moderate  gain  over  the  months  immediately  preceding.  With 
cotton  excluded,  the  index  was  only  33,  one  of  the  lowest  monthly  indexes 
on  record. 

Cotton,  with  an  index  of  53, registered  a  gain  over  the  three  preced- 
ing months  but  was  considerably  less  than  the  volume  exported  during  the 
corresponding  months  of  1933  and  1934.    Though  European  countries  took  more 
cotton  than  during  June  1934,  this  increase  was  more  than  offset  by  heavy 
decreases  in  exports  to  Japan  and  China.    During  the  year  ended  June  30, 
total  exports  of  cotton  amounted  to  5,066,000  bales,  valued  at  $326,877,000 
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in  comparison  with  8,366,000  Dales  with  a  value  of  $438,018,000  last  year, 
a  decline  of  39  percent  in  volume  and  25  percent  in  value. 

During  the  month  of  June,  United  States  exports  of  wheat  and  flour 
amounted  to  1,195,000  bushels,  practically  all  of  which  went  out  in  the 
form  of  flour  to  countries  outside  of  Europe.    For  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1935,  total  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  amounted  to  21,532,000  bushels,  the 
smallest  export  since  the  years  immediately  following  the  Civil  War. 

As  a  result  of  a  larger  outward  movement  of  dried  fruit,  the  index 
for  fruit  rose  to  197,  nearly  twice  the  prewar  level  and  the  second  highest 
June  index  on  record. 

Of  special  significance  was  the  decline  in  exports  of  lard,  the 
index  dropping  to  17  in  comparison  with  96  and  104  during  June  1933  and 
1934,  respectively,     Short  supplies  in  this  country,  coupled  with  higher 
prices,  continued  to  account  for  most  of  this  decrease.     The  index  for 
cured  pork  was  23,  the  lowest  June  index  in  more  than  20  years. 

Exports  of  tobacco  also  dropped  off  heavily,  the  index  standing  at 
38,  a  low  record  for  June.

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THE  EUROPEAN  FILBERT  SITUATION 

The  combined  1935-36  filbert  crop  of  Turkey,  Spain,  and  Italy  is 
expected  to  be  slightly  below  the  1934-35  production  but  a  little  above 
the  6-year  average"  of  1929-30  to  1934-35,  according  to  a  report  received 
in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  from  N.  I.  Nielsen,  Agricultural 
Attache  at  Paris.     The  same  report  indicates,  however,  that  this  slight 
decrease  in  the  1935-36  production  over  that  of  1934-35  will  be  offset 
by  this  year's  somewhat  larger  carryover  and  that,  except  for  the  un- 
shelled  filberts  of  the  Naples  district  in  Italy,  where  the  crop  is  short, 
total  supplies  for  the  1935-36  season  may  not  be  very  much  different  ftom 
those  of  1934-35. 

Production  in  1934-35  and  1935-36, 

The  combined  1935-36  production  of  filberts  on  an  unshelled  basis 
in  areas  of  commercial  importance  in  I^aly.  Spain,  and  Turkey  is  forecast 
at  96,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  100,000  tons  in  1934-35  and  an  av- 
erage of  90,800  tons  for  the  6-year  period  1929-1934.    When  compared  with 
that  of  1934-^35,  the  coming  crop  appears  to  bo  about  35  percent  smaller  in 
Italy,  34  percent  smaller  in  Spain,  and  49  percent  larger  in  Turkey. 

In  Italy,  where  the  commercial  production  is  practically  all  con- 
fined to  the  two  districts  of  Naples  and  Sicily,  it  is  thought  that  the 
total  production  will  approximate  16,000  tons,  or  9,000  tons  less  than 
the  1934-35  crop.    For  Sicily  alone,  it  is  expected  that  this  year's  pro- 
duction will  be  little  different  from  that  of  the  relatively  small  crop  of 
last  year.    Early-season  prospects  were  considerably  better  than  they  are 
now,  following  the  damaging  winds  of  May.     The  filberts  remaining  on  the 
trees,  however,  in  all  probability  will  be  of  good  quality,    prospects  for 
the  Naples  district,  which  were  very  good  at  the  beginning  of  the  season, 
are  now  less  optimistic  as  a  result  of  heavy  damages  caused  by  frost  and 
strong  winds  in  late  April  and  throughout  May.     It  is  row  felt  that  the 
Naples  district,  which  is  the  leading  source  of  imports  -of  unshelled  fil- 
berts into  the  United  States,  will  have  a  crop  about  half  as  large  as  that 
of  last  year* 

Spain's  filbert  production  in  1934-35  amounted  to  38,000  short  tons, 
and  was  unusually  large,    prospects  for  the  1935-36  crop  were  not  very 
good  at  the  beginning  of  the  season/  since  the  Tarragona  district  was  short 
of  rain.     This  condition  was  nmch  improved,  however,  when  generous  rains 
fell  in  late  April  and  throughout  May.     If  conditions  for  the  remainder  of 
the  season  continue  to  be  as  favorable  as  they  are  now,  it  is  probable  that 
the  1935-36  Spanish  crop  will  total  around  25,000  tons.    This  would  be 
about  an  average  production,   '''though  substantially  under  last  year's  crop. 

Under  normal  conditions,  Turkey  is  the  largest  producer  of  filberts 
in  the  Mediterranean  Rasin  and  this  year  prospects  are  more  favorable  there 
than  in  either  Italy  or  Spain.    At  present  the  1935-36  Turkish  crop  is 
forecast  at  55,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  37,000  tons  in  1934-35  and 
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an  average  of  43,400  tons  for  the  6~year  period  1929-1934.     It  should  "be 
remembered,  however,  that  hot  winds  sometimes  do  considerable  damage  to 
the  crop  in  July.     So  far,  no  reports  have  "been  received  suggesting  dam- 
age during  July,

Supplies  and  exports 

At  the  "beginning  of  the  1934-35  season  there  were  probably  some 
11,000  short  tons  of  filberts,  on  an  unshelled  "basis,,  .still  on  hand  in 
Italy,  Spain,  and  Turkey.     The  maj orportion  of  these  .stocks,-  however, 
was  in  Spain.    With  a  1934-35  crop  amounting  to  100,000  tons,  total 
supplies  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin  for  the  1934-35  season  approximated, 
therefore,  some  111,000  tons  in  the  shell. 


It  is  estimated  that  at  the  close  of  the  current  season-  Italy  will 
have  exported  a  total  of  22,000  tons  of  filberts  on  an  unshelled  -basis. 
The  forecast  for  the  Italian  carryover  is  that  stocks  on-  hand  on-  September 
1,  1935,  will  "be  just  as  small,  if  not  smaller,  than  those- remaining  on 
September  1  of  last  year.   

Spain  opened  the  1934-35  season  with  a  normal  carryover,  most  of  it 
remaining  from  the  large  1931-32  crop.    With  an  even  larger  crop  in  1934-35 
(38,000  tons)  and  some  carryover,  supplies  during  1934-35  were  unusually 
heavy.    However,  during  the  year  just  closing,  Spain  has  been  doing  a  rel- 
atively good  export  business,  judging  from  statistics  available  to  date, 
and  will  have  shipped  some  26,600  tons,  unshelled  basis,  when  the  current 
season  comes  to  an  end.     This,  however,  will  not  be  enough  to  take  care  of 
all  the  supplies.     The  1935-36  Spanish  season,  therefore,  will  open  with  a 
much  larger  carryover  than  was  on  hand  on  September  1  last  year. 
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The  1934-35  filbert  crop  of  Turkey  is  placed  at  37,000  short  tons 
and  old-crop  stocks  on  September  1  of  last  year  were  not  of  much  impor- 
tance.   With  exjjorts  estimated  at  about  35,000  tons,  unshelled  basis,  it 
can  be  seen  that  Turkey  will  open  the  1935-36  season  with  old-crop  stocks 
about  cleaned  up.     This  appraisal  is  based  on  unofficial  export  estimates. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  when  the  present  season  comes  to  a 
close  on  August  31,  83,500  short  tons  will  have  been  exported  and  the  com- 
bined stocks  of  filberts  in  Italy,  Spain,  and  Turkey  will  amount  "to  about 
13,000  tons,  on  an  unshelled  basis,  allowing  some  14,400  tons  for  con- 
sumption in  the  three  countries.     This  year's  carryover  represents,  •  there-- 
fore,  some  increase  over  the  comparable  figures  for  August  31,  1934.,

Market  outlook 

With  the  exception  of  the  Naples  district,  where  the  crop  will 
he  small     totPl  filhert  production  in  1935-35  in  the  Mediterranean 
Basin  is  not  expected  to  be  much  different  from  that  of  last  year. 
Since  the  United  States  usually  purchases  between  85  and  90  percent  of 
its  foreign  requirements  of  unshelled  filberts  in  the  Naples  district, 
it  is  likely  that  American  importers  will  pay  more  than  they  did  last 
fall  for  their  supplies.    Until  a  short  time  ago  there  was  some  indi- 
cation that  this  miffht  not  he  the  case,  as  under  the  Italian  compensa- 
tion system  exporters  could  sell  for  less  than  the  market  price.  How- 
ever, since  it  is  reported  that  this  system  is  no  longer  applicable  to 
nuts,  Naples  filberts  must  sell  at  the  regular  market  value.  Aside 
from  this  particular  instance,  prices  of  hoth  shelled  and  unshelled 
filberts  should  not  be  much  different  from  those  of  last  fall  on 
account  of  expected  total  supplies,  providing,  of  course,  that  the 
crop  turns  out  to  be  as  now  forecast. 

From  the  demand  side,   it  is  reported  that  Germany  may  restrict 
purchases  in  Italy  below  usual  quantities,  but  that  will  make  little 
difference,  as  the  Italian  crop  is  small  this  year.     It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  during  most  of  the  current  season  Turkey  was  able  to  sell 
filberts  to  Germany  for  hetter  prices  than  those  obtainable  in  other 
markets  due  to  the  clearing  agreement  existing  hetween  the  two  countries.
